Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FBI Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS. Unless specifically requested, a standard search does not 
include a search for reference entity records, administrative records of previous FOIPA requests, or civil litigation files.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

fair trial or an impartial adjudication, ( C ) could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, ( D ) 
could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of confidential source, including a State, local, or foreign agency or authority or any 
private institution which furnished information on a confidential basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law 
enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

DETAILS: At Washington, D. C. 


Colonel JaMES EH, HATCHER, Chief, Investigations Division, Civil 
Service Commission, furnished essentially the same information as to 
his knowledge of this case as has been attributed to Mr. KIMBBLL JOHN- 
SON, Colonel HATCHER's assistant, in a previous report in this case, 
Specifically Colonel HATCHER stated that the "so-called report of 
investigation" was an evident forgery inasmuch ,s no such document 
exists in the files of the Civil Service Commission Investigations 
Division, and further that the document has numerous discrepancies 
of form from that of a. genuine report, Colonel HalCHiu: pointed out 
that while the Fsi reports referred to in the McCARTHY "exhibit" did 
actually pass through the offices of the Investigations Division, Civil 
Service Commission, at no time was the FLUEGAL statement ever contained 
in the files of the Investigations Division, He felt that, therefore, 
it was very unlikely that the leak of this particular information 
could have occurred from within the Investigations Division of the 
Civil Service Commission, 


Colonel HATCHER stated his helief that the likely source of 
the leak of information in the POSNIAK case was either within the 
State Department or within the Loyalty Review Board, since these are 
the’ only two places where the information reposed. He said that he 
Was aCquainted with most of the personnel of the Loyalty Review Board 
and did not feel that any individual at the Loyalty Review Board would 
furnish such information irregularly. 


Mr. DONALD L. NICHOLSON, Chief, Security Division, Department 
of State, advised that he did not know the source of Senator McCARTHY's 
information in the POSNIAK ease, He said the POSNIAK file was meintain-~ 
ed at both the State Department Security Division and the Loyaity Review 
Board at one time or another and that the information could have leaked 
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from either of these places. He said that naturally he considered the 
possibility of the information leaking from the Security Division of 

the State Department but was unable to discover any possible way in 
which such a thing might have occurred. He Said that he had no suspects 
in the Security Division, and in fact had no reasonable suspects 

as to the source of this information, He Said he was familiar with the 
make-up of the so-called,"Red Baiters Club." and realizes that j c= 


all of whom work for tke State Department. He said that he could see 
no way in which any of these men would have had access to the POSNIAK 
file, and further that his knowledge of these men was such that 

he had confidence in them that they would not furnish information of 
this nature to unauthorized persons. 


Mr. NICHOLSON later furnished additional information which is 
set out later in this report, 


Mr. ShIH W.ARICHARDSON, Chairman, Loyalty Review Board, advised 
that he was familiar with the situation involving the possession by 
Senator McCAHTHY of information relating to the POSNIAK Case, and while 
he did not feel that this information emanated from the Loyalty Review 
Board, he agreed that it was possible that the information was furnished 
by someone in the Loyalty Review Board, inasmuch as the material had 
at one time or another been contained in the files of the Loyalty Review 
Board, Mr. RICHARDSON said that he did not have any suspects as to

that the names of both employees 
of the Loyalty Review Board, had come to his attention in this con- 
ection, 


Mr. RICHARDSON stated that about the time the McCAKRTHY state-

McCARTHY's staff that he has been cbtaining information from an in- 
dividual employed at the Loyalty Review Board. Also an individual 
employed by the Loyalty Review Bo been seen at Senator McCAKTHY's 
office,And what about this feicut = ve works for you? - In other 
word RICHARDSON said, while he cannot say that PhaxsON definitely

Mr. LAWRENCE V. MELOY, itxecutive Secretary, Loyalty Review 
Board, advised that he had no specific information indicative of the 
source of Senator McCARTHY's information, He said that he had been 
informed by Mr, L. a, MOYEa, Executive Director and Chief Examiner 
of the Civil Service Commission, of the informa tion Suggesting that 

might have been in contact with Senator McCARTHY's office, 

He said he informed Mr. RICHARDSON of thi and that upon being 
questioned regarding the getter (faced any connection 
with Senator McCARTHY or his office, 


Mr, MELOY stated that he did not feel that anyone in the 
Loyalty Review Board would have furnished such information to 


Senator McCAnTHY, and in particular stated that it was his versonal 
feelin based on man ears acquaintance, et 
all of whom have been employed many years 
by the Civil Service Commission, were the type of men who id hot do 
any such thing. He stated at he said this or meee Pe

Mr, ROBisT FENN, Chief, Examining Section, Loyalty Review

Mr, L. a. MOYER, Executive Director and Chief_Examiner,

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Mr, HARRY B. MITCHELL, Chairman, civil Service Commission, 
advised that he received the information peperdinel. which 
he furnished to MOYER from Mr. DONALD™BAWSON, Administrative 
Assistant to the President, who informed him thathe had in turn 
received it from the then Deputy Under-Secretary of State JOHN E. 
PEURIFOY. He said that the original form of the info j s 
rnished to him by Mr. DAWSON was to the effect that] an 
employee of the Loyalty Review Board was seen in the vicinity of 
Senator McCARTHY's office, He said that upon checking back on the 
matter with Mr. DAWSON, DAWSON was in turn informed by Mr. PBURIFOY 
that one of his men hed seen an employee of the Loyalty Review 
Board, believed to be in the oe Senator McCARTHY's 
office, although the identification of was not definite. 


Mr, SAMUEL D. BOYKIN, Director, Office of Consular Affairs, 
Department of State, was interviewed pegar ding the information allegedly 
furnished in the. first instance by Mr. PEURIFOY, who is at present 
Ambassador to Greece and not in this country. Mr. BOYKIN made in- 
quiry and determined that Mr. DONALD L, NICHOLSON, Chief, Security 
Division, Department of State was familiar with the matter, 


Mr. NICHOLSON stated that during the time when Senator 
McCAXTHY was making statements in the Senate regarding the State

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SURINE said "I would like to get a copy of the Bureau's 
summary report on LaTLIMORE."

SURINE stated that he presumed that approximately 
twelve FBI offices had these reports, and that copies had also been 
distributed to the Office of Naval Intelligence and to G-2, Department 
of the Army, SURINE indicated that in the past he had been able .to 
secure some information from the New York office of ONI.

his office’ had secured a Civil Service Commission file rather than 
an #sl file. In this way, SURINE said, he woddidcnot be violating any 
laws inasmuch gs the Civil Service Commission summary report would not 
be a bona fide report of a Government agency, and thus, a theft of 
Government property case as such, could not be proved.

so forth. Egypt is included in that Sir Saba Habachy pacha is a member. 


Out aim is to persuade the heads of governments to give their activities a 
Spiritual foundation, politics for politics sake is dangerous. Politics 
must be raised above the earthly level in order’ to serve humanity. 


Perhaps you regard this as an ambitious program continued Mr. Von Blomberg. 
Doubtless it is, but I can assure you that our influence has already 
carried weight in world affairs. 


Who can foretell the extraordinary achievements of such an effort of good 
will well and tenaciously directed.

Nor is it true that Mr. Service is being given any illegitimate 
advantage in the matter of access to papers. Mr. Service has not 
been given and will not be given access to the loyalty or personnel 
files which were gathered by the FBI and other investigatory bodies 
and which were refused by the President to the Senate Committee. 

Mr. Service is entitled, however, as a matter of elementary fairness 
to see and put in evidence, any reports or other papers in the files 
of the State Department which were prepared by him or in connection 
with the missions on which he served, which may be material to his 
defense. Action by the Department of State is necessary to permit 
him to show them to counsel. To date, the only confidential 
documents on which this action has been taken are documents 

actually written by Mr. Service himself. This is all there is to 
that part of the story. 


“The Loyalty Security Board of the Department of State is a 
judicial body set up for the purpose of giving to an employee | 
accused of disloyalty, or of being a security risk, a fair hearing.

In his address on April 20, 1950 to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors at the Hotel Statler in Washington, Senator 
McCarthy said: 


"One of those arrested was John S. Service. He was 
never convicted; he was never tried; he was never indicted. 


"J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI, publicly stated 
at the time of the arrests that this case was a 100-per-cent 
air-tight case of espionage. At the time the case broke 
John S. Service was picked up by the FBI, Mr. Hoover made 
that statement, and he seldom errs on the side of overstate- 
ment, as you well know." 


The Department of State is naturally interested in whether or 
not this statement of Senator McCarthy is an accurate one. As a 
result, I would appreciate it if: you would inform the Department as 
S00n as possible whether the Director of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation made any statement similar to that attributed to him by 
Senator McCarthy.

Memorandum for Mre Boardman 


The police report noted the injurtes sustained 
by the Ambassador and his sons, the death of the Ambassador 
en route to an airstrip, the dispatch of two vehicles 
from the airstrip for medical atdy and the death of the 
younger son at the airstrip during the ten-minute tnterval 
prior to the arrival of a doctor and two nurses. The 
report concluded by stating that: "'The prompt and 
correct action of the Royal Guard personnel who were 
concerned with the accident was all that could possibly 
be expected of anyonee Unfortunately the Ambassador and 
his son were beyond help due to the severity of their 
injurtiese 


COMMENT: 


This report is interesting since it originates 
directly from the Thai Police who investigated the accident 
and contains information which, of courses did not appear 
tn the newspaper accounts.
